Molar pulling was not always 
done in spotless chix>mium «nd 
vhite enamelled chairs with scicn- 
tific lighting and super scientiflc 
prices. Looking back over the hif- 
lory of Denliftrj- at McGill, we find 
that a denial department in thî 
racult>' ot Medicine was organized 
Jn the Autumn of 1903 with Dr: A. 
W. Thornton as Head. It was not 
imtil 1920 that the Department 
jrraduated from Medicine. II then 
became a Faculty all its own with 
the former Head promoted to the 
rank of Desn. 

* * ♦ 
Only One Chair. 

At the lime of its inaugural, the 
Dpparinicnt held its lectures in the 
Medical EuildinR while clinical 
practice v as had in the Dental In- 
firmary which was run by the 
Dental Association of the Province 
of Quebec. Because of this Asso- 
ciation's abandoning of their clinc, 
however, the Department was left 
without s place for practical work. 
But they managed to find one. and 
carried on their clinic. The sum 
total of their possessions at this 
time being a single chair in a badly 
lighted room in which sanitary fa- 
cilities were not to be. ' 

<- <- * 
Chairs Replace Slabs 

The year 1P20 found the dental 
clinic in the morpuc. It was the 
abandoned stiff -room of the Mom- 
real General Hospital, minus the 
marble drawers. Here the slabs 
•were removed and the number of 
chairs increased to eight with ten 
more addea later when liic dentists 
took over part of the ground floor 
of the Hospital. Soon after this ad- 
dition, however, it Sëcame appar- 
ent that the increasing enrolment 
in the Faculty would necessitate 
the addition of more chairs and 
floor space.

Build New Wing 

This major development came in 
1921 when the Governors of the 
Montreal General Hospital consent- 
ifedi ito co-operate with the Univer- 
Vmy in the building and equipping 
of a new wing to house the clinic. 
In 1922 it was said that due to ar- 
rangements with the hospital Mc- 
Gill's was the finest and best equip- 
ped of Cental schools on the Con- 
tinent, with a clinic probably in 
closer relations with hospital work 
than any other in the world.

Buy Saliva Ejectorj. 

At this time, the Dean made a 
trip across Canada and down to 
California making addresses to Mc- 
Gill men on the merits' of the newly 
improved school An account writ- 
ten at that lime slates that m addi- 
tion to the 50 new chairs of the very 
best type obtainable, "each chair 
... is equipped with a pedestal cus- 
pidor, opal glass instrument trsys, 
bunsen burners, saliva ejectors, in- 
dividual eiectric lights, water and 
compressed air."

Becomes a Faculty. 

As the denial field progressed it 
was felt that after first yeai', the 
subjects in common to both Dent- 
istry and Medicine were very few, 
and the logical thing to do, in view 
of the increai^ed number of dental 
undergraduates was to separate the 
department into a separate faculty. 
Dr. A. L. Walsh then an associate 
professor and director of the dental 
clinic was asked on the retirement 
in 1928, of Dr. Thornton to undei - 
take the administrative duties. 
Since then, ht has been acting dean 
of the faculty.

Jackson has been appointed Act- 
ing Diréctor of the School of ; 
C'ommerr:e, to continue during 
the next five months the work 
which ■ Professor James began 
last September with a view to 
developing the School of Com- 
merce and its adaptation to the 
changing requirements of new 
governmental and economic con- 
ditions of Canada. 

Aeeonplished Economiat 
Mr. Jackson, a statistician and at 
present a consulting economist, 
brings to this task considerable ex- 
perience of both academic and bus- 
iness life. Born in Hedon, East 
Yorkshire, England, the son of John 
Lowthian. a physician and surgeon, 
he attended Dens tone College in 
Staffordshire, and later obtained 
First Class Honours at St John's 
College, Cambridge. He came to 
the University ot-XpEoato~in 1911 
as Lecttirer in Political Economy, 
and by successive promotions, be- 
came Profescor of Economics and 
Supervisor of Studies in Commerce 
and Finance at thatfUhiversity in 
1937, holding these positions until 
he was appointed Adviser to the 
Governors of the Bank of England 
in 1935.

■"parted, his visit ended. PlUhioui. of which 
ie wae quite unconscious, ioliowed him. 
Details of his arrest, and a charge of es- 
pionage were reported back minutely. The 
-date of his trial was definitely known to the 
'local sleuths. 

The rumour spread clutching tenacles. 
and drew others into the circle of crime. 
The Major's fiancee, having resigned her 
poet, had departed to her home some^dis- 
itance away to prepare for the wedding, 
'blissfully unconscious of pending doom. 
.Soon, in the local salons, she had been ar- 
rested—her home .ransacked and sketches 
of various local buildings and "mihtary" 
points found.

\\>emg alive to them, and on the watdi. Hut 
pjgjpg on the watch docs not imply spread- 
dflip.jBtories out of the corner of one's mouth, 
^ieJdiBd with the back of one's hand, and 
4pr -which there is nO reasonable founda- 
tion in fact. 

,If you come in contact with something 
^hich doesn't ring quite true, check it back 
iip .its source, and if it looks substantially 
^fjt of place, report to the proper aythori- 
lijes, Bui don't gossip!

MOMENT IN PEKING, by Lin Yutans: The 
John Day Company, New York, 1930; pp. 
81S; 13.00, 

No matter how well nur o\\ ii Wr.'iin n 
authors may try to portray for u.-i ilip life of 
the pc«>plo> of ilir Onrni Ihry still lP!)vr lis 
with the fpcling that Ihcy are iclliiiR u» of 
what Ihcy have seen and not of what Ihcy 
have experienced, Tlierc lit a «rcat difference 
between being an observer of the ways at life 
of an alien people and In inK a dlrnt nnd In- 
tegral pari of that lifr. U ii. for Hint roafon 
that the need for a no\rl such as 'Monioni in 
Peking" has long been felt. The growing im- 
portance of China as a factor in internalional 
l>olilios, and the increasing sympathy which the 
civilized world has foU for the Chinese strug- 
gle for indfpendriicc has made »(ich a novel 
almost a nccr.vsiiy. Tlic .ippiMianco of "Mo- 
ment in Peking" if tluis voiy opportune. 

••Moment in Peking" is no mere novel. It 
does not purport to tell the reader the siofy 
of a family or a group of families. It is rather 
a saga of China, Perhap.s the most satisfactory 
expression of this book's pmposo will be found 
in the author* prefarr. "Tins novel i.s neither 
an apolofiv for cor.'.rmii.n.iiy ciiinc.<c life nor 
an expose of it. as .«o many recent Chinese 
•dark curtain" novels purport to be. It is 
neither a glorification of the old way of life 
nor a defence of the new. It is merely a story of 
.how me:-, and women in the contemporary era 
crow lip and lesin to live with one another, 
hou- thry love and haie and quarrel and 
forgive and suffer and endure, how certain 
habit.' of living and ways of thinking arc 
formed, and how, above all. they adjust them- 
sehcs to the circumstances in this earthly life 
where men .«tr.vr hu! the Kods rule." 

The author huf chosen to delineate for u.s 
the hfc of China from tlie turn of the cen- 
tury to the present day. His account includes 
the Boxer Rebellion, the dying days of the 
Empire, the establishment of the Republic, the 
struggle against the dead-weight of reaction 
and intrigue, the infiltration of Japanese in- 
fluence and the final rebirth of China in its 
present united form. The reader is allowed, 
through the medium of masterful description 
and eloquent speeches, to become acquainted 
not only with the supcrfxial a>pec'.£ of Chin- 
ese life, not merely with iho cu.sloms whicli 
are apparent to the most casual observer, bul 
with the whole basis of Chinese society. The 
Family, that cornerstone of Chinese life, an- 
cestor veneration, the intricacies of familial 
honours, child marriages, slavery of a sort, all 
combine to give \ne reader an insight into the 
bat;r sîructureî liTidcrlying the China of the 
pat-.. W '.h :hc powerful command of lan- 
guage at his disposal Lin Yulang parades Chin- 
: ese societj' before our astonished eyes. Not only 
I the people and their customs, not only their 
I greeds and virtues, but also their ideologief 
' and religions take their plate in the long pro- 
! cession which weaxes its way among the pages 
j of th;s rema.-kable book. 
! The central characters are the two 
j daughters of a wealthy Taoist merchant; one a 
I sensitive, rather ;.mpctuous girl, and the other 
a practical person. Their various ways of re- 
acting towards the changes in Chincfe life make 
an interesting study in the comparative psy- 
chology of personalities. 

More important than the individual char- 
acters of the book are. however, the vast army 
of people whom the author either includes or 
implies. The face of a changing China is 
painifcd with the bold brûsh-ibU-okes of the 
master for all the world to behold. The reader 
is transported (at times in spite of himself) to 
the site of action, living the life of tiie people 
and feeling the pulse of a nation in the grip 
of historical change. Gradually, we are shown 
the ••westernization" of China; the change in 
outlook of the younger generation becomes 
more and more the predominant note of the 
book, until the author finally Identifies him- 
self with the movement for tmancipalioij. The 
last pan of tiie book deals witii ihc Sino- 
Japanese conflict. Lin Yulang ha. joints very 
embittered in this latter pari. He tells atrocity 
stories, and paints the Japanese in the darkest 
hues. The sorrow and courage of the CIh/kj.sc 
masses become even more evidom v.licn .seen 
agaiiiKl the dark background of Uiit; jiationai 
caiaslrophf. The noie on wliich the book ends 
is one of hope and eternal courage, — Peking is 
a city that has seen many Invaders, it has as- 
similated all of them, it has been razed to the 
ground and rose from liic j uius lo live again in 
all the splendour of iLs former glories, it is a 
city where centuries art but moments, and 
where Ihe past forty years wiJl become but 
another moment;— no matter who wins the war 
between China and Japan-Pek^iifî will remain 
Peking and it will remain .i Cii.ncw city. 

Tiic puul.cal.or. of "Moment m lacking" 
marks anoUier niilti.Ume in Uie literary career 
ot Lin Yutang. His other English book*, "The 
Importance of Living" and "My Country and 
My People", have been among the best-selling 
books on the market.

The in- 
terplay of emotions is so strong and complete 
In 'every detail that the reader is Involuntarily 
gripped in the maelstrom. Wo are made to 
feel that the regimentation ot the German peo- 
ple. ooinpU'lc thoiiKh it may seem to a casual 
observer, Is not as effective as the Fuehrer 
would have the world believe, — there are still 
people In Germany in whom the light ot civili- 
zation and humanlly can shine through the 
brown cloak ot terror when the occasion de- 
mands it. In spite nif the fear which clouds Ihc 
activities of all in the Reich IIk-ip ain still 
people who can think back a lillle loiiRor than 
a decade, can see beyond Iho borders of their 
country, can rend books other than Mein 
Kampf and realize that doubting the doctrines 
of Nazlism does not brand one a pariah; but 
rather the opposite li the truth. "Escape" is 
a revealing and masterful book. It makes one 
see the reason why the democratic countries 
have, after a long period of reluctance, finally 
resorted to the sword in order to rid the earth 
of the scourge that is Hitlcrlsm. — L. N. P.

MY LIFE; Autobiography of Havelock Ellis. 

Boston. Houghton Mifflin, 1!)39. pp 64. $3.715. 

Anyone who expects this book lo be at all 
similar to other writings of the author is due 
for a disappointment. His famous "Studies iii 
iha Psychology of Sex" is a series of dreary 
case recoi-ds. His "Dance of Life" is a delight- 
fully literary product. The autobiography, 
while written wiih obviously serious intent, is 
neither a good piece of literature, nor an addi- 
tion to scientific knowledge. It was begun at 
the age of forty, was w'orked over for another 
forty years and was published this December 
after ihe author's death, which may partly ac- 
count for its laboured style, 

Havelock Ellis is respected as a great scien- 
tist, philosopher, psychologist, and as a pioneer, 
famous in his particular field of research. His 
autobiography reveals a personality quite de- 
tached, vague and remote from liis work. The 
iheme is too self-centered for popular appeal, 
it lells Utile of the world in which Ellis lived 
or of his 'contemporaries. It consists of a suc- 
cession of tedious and inconsequential episodes 
concerning the author and his wife. These are 
written too briefly lo arouse interest and each 
follows so closely upon the other as to grow 
monotonous. Interspersed are many Intimate 
and sentimental letter from one to the other. 
The association ot an authority on abnormal 
psychology with Victorian sentiment might be 
rather startling, were it not for the fact that 
both the incidents described and the literary 
style are so boring, that one can scarcely arouse 
oneself to the point of surprise. 

After 647 pages of this sort of thing it Is 
it offers nothing of interest, enjoyment, or 
il ofers nothing of iiileresl, eiijoymcnl, or 
teaching. Probably the student of "Ellisian" 
philosophy will hope to become more Intim- 
ately acquainted with the master, and will 
wade through the book on this account. Bul, 
it is a thousand pilie.--;, that such a man bhiiiild 
have left so uninspired a document to iioster- 
ily. It is especially sad, because he hoped (see 
the preface) thai it would rank among the 
great autobiographies of the world. In the good 
company of St. Augustine, Casanova, Rousseau 
and Celini. — D. R.

While glancing through the 
century-old files of the Dally I 
found some comparatively unknown 
works of L. S. Von Yen, a popular 
poet of the mid-twentieth century. 
Apparently tliese were his first ef- 
forts at ragged or motley verse. 
Thcy^ show immaturity and lack of 
deep feeling, bul their light satire 
makes them amusing. A certain 
quality of aquivocalion indicates a 
tendency towards prurience. This 
is still present in some of his later 
poems, and led one of his critics 
to remark, rather unkindly, that 
this "is L. S. Von Yen's mode of 
expression, due to regular consump- 
tion of vitamins, including vita- 
min E, in_ capsule form."
